A TRAIN CAPTURED

AND SENT EAST AT A UV£1.YRAT£ 


Orders Issued to Call on the Presi- 


dent for Military Assist- 


ance. 


ST. PAUL, April 21.—The Coseyitea 


at Butto broke into the Northern Pa- 
cific round bouse last night and seized 
an engine and train and started east at 
the rate of forty miles an hour. There 
are between 400 and 500 men in this 
army. They have been camped 
at 


Butte, 'Mont., for several days, while 
the leaders were trying to arrange for 
transportation. 
The men concluded 


that if they wanted a train they must 
take it. At midnight they reached 
JJozeman, where they stopped for break 
of day, intending to resume the journey 
at once. 


Tbe men with the captured train are 


near Livingston, stopped by a cave-in. 
The company is waiting to allow the 
army to clear the track if they wish. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 24.—The army 


cleared out the cave-in with shovels nnd 
shot out of the tunnel nt tbe speed of 
an express train and the last beard of 
them they were well ou their way to 
Miles City. United States Marshal M-> 
Dermotb is endeavoring to have tbe 
government issue orders to the com- 
mandant at Fort Keougb, which they 
will pass tonight at midnight, to have 
tbe troops stop the train and hold tho 
army until he can ir,et there to serve the 
warrants he has for the arrest of the 
leaders. The Coxey train has no clear- 
ance orders and all regular trains on the 
road are being he'd up to let it pass. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 24.—United 


States Circuit Judge Sanborn of St. 
Paul having notified Judge Caldwell 
here of the seizing of u Northern Pacific 
train by Hognn'a commonweals at Liv- 
ingston, Mont., Judge Ciildwell tonight 
notified Attorney General Olney of the 
occurrence, stating also that tho road is 
now in tho hands of tho receiver ap- 
pointed by tlio United Stales courts. 
Judge Caldwell said it nlso was the duty 
of 
the 
United States court ollicertj 


to protect 
the 
receivers and rail- 


road property and to recapture the 
train and punish the guilty parties. 
He requests that the generals com- 
manding the United States army in that 
district be instructed to aid ollicers of 
the court. Judge Ctikhvell iilao notified 
United States marshals in the district 
through which the Northern Pacific 
runs that it is their duty to interfere 
and rescue tho train from the hands of 
Jlogan's band. 


ST. PAUL. April 24.—United States 


Marshal Bcdo has received orders from 
Attorney General Olney to carry out 
Judge Cnldwcll'fl instructions, and if 
necessary to call on tbe President for 
military ansistance. 


Decisions in the Blythe Case. 


SAX FiuNcimx), April 24.—Tho state 


supreme court today handed down ten 
decision a in tho Hlytlio case, all of which 
are in favor of Florence Blythe. Five 
decisions nre upon appeals from denials 
for new trials. The other five decisions 
hoar on all other appeals in the case. 
This practically Bottles tho celebrated 
case and gives the Blythe millions to 
Florence Blytho Hinckley, daughter of 
Thomas H. Ulythe. Tho estate is val- 
ued at folly $4,000,000 and was awarded 
to Florence, tho illegitimate daughter of 
Thomas U. Blythe, bV the probate court. 
There were nearly 100 other claimants 
and many of them appealed from the 
decision of tho lower court. 


Will Not "be"Whitewashed. 


NKW YOKK, April 24.—The Evening 


Post says: "If Judge Jenkins remains 
on the bench it will bo after the closest 
call he ever had. A prominent member 
of the judiciary committee, which inves- 
tigated Judge Jniiltinf,' strike injunction 
order, said this: 'Tho report of the 
committee will bo long, but it will not 
be tame. 
Some damaging evidence 


against Jenkins will appear in the re- 
port and the committee will hardly 
whitewash him.' 
It is certain that 


some harsh things and severe conclu- 
sions will be drawn out in the debate in 
the house and no ono need lie surprised 
if Judge Jenkins'impeachment should 
result." 


An Unconfirmed Rumor. 


WAHIUNOTON, April 24. —The state 


department has hnd no recent advices 
from Bluo fields, so it is not possible 
for officials to affirm or deny tbe report 
£hat tho Nieamguan government lias 
sold the property of the canal company, 
captured a vessel bearing the Ameri- 
can flag, landed troops at Blue Fields 
and done other sensational things. It 
is belived Unit the officers of the com- 
pany would have been informed if such 
a thing had really happened. 


Grand Army Parade. 


OAKLAND, Col., April 21.—The feature 


of tho Grand Army encampment today 
was tho creat parade which occurred at 
10.1(0 o'clock. Six thousand men wore 
in line and marched through grcnl 
crowds of spectators from the foot of 
Broadway up Broadway, across Wash- 
ington to Tenth to Alice. The city was 
linsly decorated and the spectacle alto- 
gether was inspiring. Governor Mark- 
ham rode in tin open carriage nt the end 
of the line. 


The Coxey Home Reserve. 


HKNVKR, April 24.—The first regiment 


of tbe Coxey home reserve reorganized 
here today. One thousand men and 100 
women signed the roll, llesolutions of 
sympathy with tbe Coxey movement 
wnro adopted and a request made to all 
patriotic citizens of tho country to help 
organize the Coxey home reserve to ap- 
prise congress that millions remain be- 
hind who arc bidding tbe commonweal 
God speed.

there aro 11,000,000 of law abiding 
citizens who would not tolerate any- 
thing of that sort, and who are deter- 
mined to uphold the character of our 
government and maintain the freedom 
of its legislative branch. At present 
there is no need for tho national army 
to take any steps in regard to this mat- 
tor. That is for the municipal authori- 
ties and after them the state authori- 
ties, and lastly tbe President, who is 
our commander. We are only servants 
of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment."

EUKKKA, April 24.—At today's session 


ot the Native .Sons' Grand Parlor the 
committee on legislation reported ad- 
versely the resolution making patriotic 
exercises in tbe public schools compul- 
sory. In the opinion of the committee 
it would be unwise and impolitic to in- 
dorse such a resolution, as such action 
would lead to unwarrantable interfer- 
ence in the political affairs of the state. 
Carrol Cook introduced a resolution in- 
structing all subordinate parlors to send 
to the Grand Parlor, ninety days before 
the next annual meeting, their views as 
to the adoption by tbe Grand Parlor of 
an amendment permanently locating 
tho Grand Parlor at San Francisco. The 
selection of the place in which to hold 
the grand celebration wns made a spe- 
cial order for tomorrow at 1 o'clock.

MONTIJIIHV, April 24.—Ono of the most 


sensational reports abroad today is that 
the firet hont to leave the LOH Angfileu 
had only three puoplo in it. This state- 
ment is current here tonight and is tho 
only disturbing element left, now that 
tho excitement attending tho Arst news 
of the disaster and charging ofllccr 
Kyfkogel with mtitmlaughter. All in- 
formation obtainable up to this time i« 
that four boats loaded down with pas- 
sengers were used after the Los Ange- 
les wont down. But now the statement 
is made thiit in the confusion following 
the crash ono boat left the sinking 
steamer with three men in it and that 
nothing further has been heard from it. 


Tho undertaker who wont to remove 


the bodies of three of the victims of tho 
Los Angeles disaster met with an acci- 
dent on the mountain roadway home. 
The brake broke, the horses became un- 
manageable and ran away, strewing the 
corpses on the way and severely injur- 
ing the uudurlalvoriind one of bib assist- 
ants.

Mr. Walser. 


ANOTHER GRAVES IN THE FIELD 


The Public Administrator Applies 


For Special Letters of Ad- 


ministration. 


Assistant District Attorney Walser 


denies that he endeavored to obtain a 
confession from Professor Sanders by 
representing to the Professor that the 
body of William Wootton had been 
found in a mutilated 
condition, and 


asking him to go with him to where the 
body was for the purpose of identifying 
it. It was Professor Sanders himself 
who charged \Valeer with this method 
of obtaining u confession. 


Mr. Walser, who has been in the city, 


returned Monday night and was seen 
yesterday by a KKI-UHUCAN reporter. He 
stated that, lie had an interview with 
Sanders boJore he left for the city, but 
10 made no mention of Woutton's 
mutilated body having been found and 
did not think the Proftseor intended so 
to state, though ho might have done so. 
At all oven is the statement is false, 
ic says, wherever it comes from. 


"The subject of conversation at that 


interview," said Mr. Walser, "wasa let- 
ter purporting to have been written by 
John KnauHch to Sanders, and dated 
February 21, 188tf. Tae return notice 
on the envelope had the name of the 
town and state carelully obliterated, 
The letter hag an important bearing 
on the caso and in it the name of Graves 
is mentioned. It was to ascertain where 
Knausch desired his uncalled for letters 
returned that I visited Sanders. 


"Professor Sanders said the town and 


state on tho envelope wore iiuiso Citv, 
Idaho; that Kuauech did not live there 
at that time, but was mining 200 miles 
north, sending in by Indian runners or 
men with pack trains for his mail. 


"The professor denied that the Graves 


mentioned in the KnattBch letter wna 
the Graves connected with the land 
deal, saying that tho Graves referred to 
by Knuusch lives in Eureka, in this 
state, or perhaps in Wisconsin, his 
name lining Hondo L. Graves; while 
the companion of Knausc.h wns Kichard 
L. Graves, an entirely different person, 
though Knuuscli knew both.

CHRONICLES OF FRESNO. 


A Modern Instance Treated in An- 


cient Style. 


To YK EDITOR: — And in the second 


year of the reign of Grover the Fat it 
came to pass that there was much dis- 
tress th longboat tho land. Even the 
politicians, who hod lived in peace and 
plenty for many years in tho shadow of 
the county court building and the hos- 
pital, wherein outcasts were sheltered 
on the eve of election, wcro sorely tried 
to keep up appearances while waiting 
for a fresh crop of oillce Beckers to ap- 
pear upon the scene with shekels of 
gold, for silver was no longer u favored 
money of the rich and the servants <jf 
tho rich. 


And ut the time of which wo write 


this condition of affairs spread over the 
county of Fresno, ruled by a council 
(•oin posed of self anointed prelates allied 
to the powerful family of Tennessee, tuid 
they gnashed their tooth with rage that 
Grover tho Fat would not find more 
stalls at tho public crib wherein they 
might gorge thojisclves. 
And they 


smote their enemy hip and thigh when 
ttieir authority over Fresno was ques- 
tioned, but it did not stay the growing 
opposition to their rule, and the hard 
times continued to prevail. 


Then a now party came into existence 


and tho leaders called themselves Popu- 
lists, in order to enlist converts. And 
there wore many who joined tho proces- 
sion, which gathered numbers even from 
the ranks of the Salvation Army, from 
the vineyards and orchards, and from 
the ranches adjacent, whereon water 
was turned into milk and hogs wore 
pastured upon alfalfa. In the cities and 
towns great numbers of unemployed 
real estate agents and lawyers were con- 
verted to the cause of the Populists in 
lopes of securing bettor times ami a 
Hiblic oflico; and even judg-a of the 
aw, layera of brick in mortar, shop 
keepers and filers of saws joined tho 
throng and raised up their voices in the 
game cause. 


And in the precinct of Roberts, hard 


by the town of Fresno, .the converts 
wcro most numerous and most hungry 
for ollicc. And among the many were 
Oluf the Dane, and Cook the Mason, 
and Grainger the Teacher, and Culver 
tho llreeder of Fine Fowls, and \Valton 
the Sweeper, and their kindred and 
many friends, and with great acclaim 
they pronounced for the Populists and 
an ollicc. And when they iiad organ- 
ized themselves into an assemply, and 
had chosen A president and a scribe, and 
had collate?! the number of ollicca and 
the number of candidates, and had 
failed to make the two numbers agree, 
then there wns earnest whispering of 
the relatives with each other and the 
friends ono with another. And tho as- 
sembly convened on tho evening of the 
last day of the week with great rogu- 
lanly for some weeks. 


Then a coldness arose between men 


of standing in tho party, and it was 


not all on account of divergent views 
on tho tariff. Hill the Milkman want- 
ed to be high sheriff, and likewise there 
were Tim the Chief, and Cardwell tho 
Cop, and Ambrose the Granger, and 
I'oola tho Pilgrim, and tho friends of 
Vincent the Valiaut were also clamor- 
ing for tho favyr::- T 
And the feeling 


grew apace, aim urainger the Teacher 
counseled harmony and open meetings. 
Then it leaked out and was peddled 
about that the teacher was a neighbor 
and close friend of Vincent the Valiant, 
and had even dared to spoak iu public 
to one Slitiiiklin, who was scribe for the 
partv Republican, und did labor for 
candidates who beat Populists forodice. 
And the friends of the Milkman gath- 
ered at a meetion of the assembly in 
the precinct of Roberta, on the eve of 
Sunday, 
which 
was 
April 
12tli, 


in the second year of the reign of Gro- 
ver, and when all of the friends of the 
milkman had come into council and 
had counted noses they numbered fif- 
teen, which included Oluff the Dane, 
who was president. 


And the weather being disagreeable, 


and in keeping with the temper of the 
enemies of Grainger tbe Teacher, his 
friends were present onlv to the num- 
ber of ten. And when "the assembly 
bad been called to order and the roll 
had been read and the absentees noted, 
there was a low chuckle of satisfaction 
ond the part of Miuard the Christian as 
he arose in his place and moved a 
resolution to divide the Populists by 
voting Grainger the Teacher outside the 
limits and beyond the pale of recogni- 
tion of the Populist party. And it 
came to pass that Grainger the Teacher 
was charged with treason, was ar- 
raigned, tried, found guilty, nnd sen- 
tence passed upon him bv the Populists 
in convention assembled^ while he lay 
in his bud at home enjoying the slum- 
berg that come only to those who are 
wise, great and good, without a friend 
to lift liis voice or Etay tbe blow. And 
while lie wandered about iu despair 
und misery on tho Lord's day follow- 
ing, the mover of tho resolution attend- 
ed divine worship in the temple and 
partook of sacramental offerings. 


And time went on apace, and the day 


following, which was Monday, there 
was a council of Populists, from tbe 
rural districts and Populists from the 
city, and they met in tho pavilion 
wherein exhibits of beets, tapeworms 
and persimmons are sometimes made, 
and it is said all were represented at 
this council. Ami a great council was 
called for the third day of the 
fifth 


mouth of the second year of tlio reign of 
Grover the Fat, when all the olhcers 
arc to be appointed, and at which time 
many sore toes whill bo held up to pub- 
lic view, and the wciiping and wailing 
und ranting aro counted upon to com- 
pletely conceal such minor issues ns tho 
tariff on hides and wool, and the free 
and unlimited coinago of silver. And 
the issue will 1m: "We wmitanollice— 
are we in it?"

Few men wore hotter known or more 


highly respected in the county tlmn 
Captain Muco, or had been more closely 
identified with its history. 


Ho WAS u native of MussnchuKetU and 


was born in Boelon in 1820. Ho parti- 
cipated in thu Mexican war, which gavu 
California to tlio Union, and made tin 
honorable record ns & fearless soldier 
nnd n capable officer, lie served with 
tho rank of aiptnin und participated in 
some of the moat decisive battles nnd 
waa noted for bravery. 


After the close of tho war ho crossed 


the plftinH nnd located in California in 
1850, nnd engaged in mining, stock- 
raising nnd funning, and when Mudora 
was laid out ho opened n hotel there 
and luiB been one of tlio most notable 
men of that town. 


He served three terms in the legisla- 


ture in the capacity of nsseniblyinan 
with credit (o himself nnd satisfaction 
to his constituency. HiBnetivitiea were 
hampered in hie Inter years by unusual 
awn in illation of adipoao tisane, and nt 
tho time of his dculh his weight was in 
tho neighborhood of 400 pounds 
He 


was o,f Denial disposition, a ^ood citizen 
and a man highly respected by nil. 


Captain Mnco was twice married. His 


first wife died years ngo on Fresno 
river. Me leaves a widow and several 
children surviving him. 


Captain Mace was a consistent mem- 


ber of the Masonic nnd Odd Fellow 
fraternities nnd wns noted for his faith- 
ful adherence to the philanthropic tenets 
of these ordera. He will be buried at 2 
o'clock today in Madera, thu funeral be- 
ing conducted by Ltho Masonic fratern- 
ity.

NotwitliBlnmUnn the well known v'u 


i»f Semitor Sherman and some other 
pronniipnt Kcpubliciins, the indications 
arc growing every duv thut Ihe Itepub- 
licnii party in the next, imtion.il cam- 
paign will mate an aggressive fight 
iiguinst the policy of inononu'tiillifm set 
up by GroVer Cleveland and his Demo 
cretic adherents. 


In the east, where both parties are 


divided on the question, the current of 
Hupublican sentiment, is timiinj: strongly 
towanls the do-ibl« standard and ngainsl 
the gold-hug views whicli have so lone 
held sway in the money centers of that 
portion of the country. 
Influential Re- 


publican 
newspapers' 
tfhich 
have 


hitherto been greatly concerned about 
"honest money" are in many instances 
declaring frankly that the maintemuic. 
of the single gold standard is a suicida 
jwlicy and must he abandoned. 


Of course there are vnryinp opinion! 


as to how far the government can safely 
go in behalf of silver, ranging from free 
and unlimited coinage'with 'prohibition 
of foreign bullion, to aggressive efforts 
to secure the co-operation of foreign na- 
tiona, but altogether it shows a decided 
and apparently overwhelming growth of 
Republican sentinuMjt in favor of bime- 
tallism. 


The recent speech of Senator Lodge on 


tho question of securing permission to 
coin Mexican silver dollars from Ameri- 
can bullion for foreign shipment, is sig- 
nificant as showing the trend of senti- 
ment on the question.

lost comfortithle und independent life 
u the wholo range of human employ* 
nent. In this, one of tlio richest and 
noet productive agricultural countries 
ni Ihe face of the earth, affording more 


>f thu different food products than any 
>ther body of land of eijual size in the 
vorld, it would seum thu fanner's fund- 
st dreams would be re'ili/ed to thu full- 
st extent, and that there is no valid 
eason why he should not at all limes 
je supplied with all the comforts of life 
nd be the most prosperous and hide- 
jcnUcnt person in existence. Nolwith- 
tanding 
the 
many ad van I ages the 


armer IB supposed to possess in this 
ouutry, we frequently find him in some 
Qualities tlie most overworked and poor* 
at provided for of any class, constantly 
-raining under :v loud of debt and ever 
oinplainiug of hard times. 
We often 


ieur the inquiry made, "What in the 
natter with the American fanner." It 
s easy enough to understand why all 
lasses of business suffer in times of a 
uoncy panic, but it ia not easy to under- 
itaud why the farmer should fail to 
>rosper when times are good and money 
>lentiful, and why he of all othurd, as a 
ulo, is least prepared for a money 
tringency. 
It cannot be successfully argued that 


t is by reason of the low prices of farm 
>roducts, because when farm products 
,re low other articles which the farmer 
B compelled to purchase are generally 
ow in proportion. 
Of course, 
the 


armor's purchases should be limited to 
nly such articles of necessity as cannot 
>e produced on the farm. The farm 
hould bo made to produce, so far as it 
B capable, all its owner consumes. 
The 


ailure to observe this rule accounts in a 
;rcat measure for the over production 
n some localities of certain farm pro- 
lucts and consequent low prices. Iii- 
tead of the fanner producing some one 
r two staple articles for sale, and being 
ompellcd to buy all ho continues, ho 
hould rather produce what he cqn- 
iimes and sell his surplus. Herein lies 
he great secret of success in «prienl- 
ure. No one knows it belter than the 
Lineriuin farmer, yet, strange to say, 
ie manifests no haste to avail hhnsi'lf 
if an opportunity lo briny such knowl- 
:dge into practiiul .service. It must be 
onclmlcd Unit his failure to tlo so is at- 
•ilnitable hugely 1.0 his own shiftless- 
iiss and imittuntion to business.

personally responaible to a very great 
jxtent, Tliev have suddenly developed 
very largely," they fancy, a capacity to 
deal successfully with the most abstruse 
principles of governmental 
science. 


They have mastered to their own satis- 
faction tho financial problem that baa 
long puzzled some of the brightest 
minds of tho age, and they never tire of 
explaining to any one who has tho pa- 
tience to listen that it ia the simplest 
proposition on earth. They know all 
about the tariff question, and all about 
running a railroad, and they can see 
numerous ways by which improvements 
may he made in a government founded 
by some of the wisest men ever pro- 
duced in any country; yet they have 
not proven their capacity to even man- 
age successfully tho affairs of an ordi- 
nary farm or workshop, or take care of 
tho wages earned by the sweat of their 
brow. 
It is not meant to convey the idea 


that the American farmer should be 
eliminated from American politics, nor 
ia it meant to decry his importance or 
belittle his efforts. He is the equal in 
intelligence as he is in patriotism of all 
others who constitute our government. 
He cannot befooled or led by dema- 
gogues very long. He will awako some 
of thuse days to a realization of the 
fact that government has not all to do 
with the evils and ihe ills of which he 
has most to complain. He hay need 
to look to other causes as well aa for the 
source of the present industrial de- 
pression. There is evidently too much 
politics of the fanatical kind. Were a 
portion of the 7.cal displayed jn that 
line directed towards ascertaining the 
real cause of hard times, and gaining an 
intelligent knowledge of tho duties that 
are required to make farming a success 
the country would be equally as safe 
and the farmer much more prosperous.
